Yet this Mr 
Hattings fcraples not to avow at'your bar, and con- 
fefles that the emolument of the Company deter- 
mined him to exaét'an enormous: fine from the Ra- 
jah as a.punifhment for this breach of engagement 
_ with the Governmenit of Bengal! Where fuch prin- 
_ sciples prevail, it is not to be expected that jultice can 
‘be admisiflered with impartiality. 1f penal fines 
are to be applied, to the ufe. of the Stare, how can 
we expect difinterefted Jadges, who are themfelves 
dependent on that State? And yet Mr Hattings o- 
penly and avowedly demands: of Cheyt Sing, as a 
right, no lefs.a'fum ‘than. 500,090]. Sterling, for 
“the ufe of the Companys He confeffed, that when 
Mr Hattings Rated this at the bar; he was filled 
with indignation ; ‘he even wanted words to exprefs 


athe deteftation hie felt at the bare-faced avowal of 


fuch odious maxims ; for in every Government, 


however defpotic, there is a reciprocal relation of 


protection and allegiance between the Sovereign and 
the fabje@, which is always held facred. But in 


what manner, he would enquire, had the Rajah bro- | 


Had he not punctually ‘paid the tri- 
bute which he agreedto pay? Had. he not fubmitred 
for three years to the, exation of a large fum of 
money over and above that which he was bound to 

y2 And be had alfo, thouga he was not compel- 
ea by any treaty, furnifhed to. the Company five 
hundred horfe, ‘though ‘the whole that were in his 
fervice did not exceed ‘thirteen trundred, feveral of 
which were Mationed at diftant places 5 apd asa fub- 


Stirute for the remainder of the demand, he had al- | 


fo furnithed five hundred match-lock men. 
was the manners of the 
ments, and fuch was his punifhment. 

Mr Fox then adverted to the arreft of the Rajah, : 
which be condemned in the ftrongeft terms. ‘The 
imprifooment of a Sovereign in his own country, ¢- 
veo it Europe, wauld be confidered as'a violence 
of the moft alarming mature; but in India, where 
the refpect for their Princes was much higher than 
in Eurcps, the confequences were infinitely more 
re, tard From the moment they fuffer any per- 
indignity all their. authority ceafes, and they 
lofe for ever the refpe& and obedience of their fub- 
jefts. As to the, affidavits which had been fo in- 
duftrioufly taken, with a view of jaftifying the enor- 
mity of Mr Haltings’s proceedings, they had no 
weight with him, confidering the circumftances un- 
der which they were taken. The Rajah had then 
fled, and the refpest that is paid to power in India 
would eafily extort from the natives whatever was 
diated tothem. As a fpecimen of the manner in 
which thofe affidavits were made, he read one of 
them to the Houfe; it confilted entirely of conjec- | 
ture and hear-fay evidences. 5 * * 

He ftated the different motives which actuated 

“Mr Haftings in the Rohilla war, and in the perfecu-- 
tion of Cheyt Sing; from which he contended that - 
his government was directed by no ‘fixed ‘principle.

The motive for his engaging in the Rohilla war he 


declared to be the sesaper-dwiah, ‘and which Su- 
jah gencroufly prefented him with, as a gratuity for. 


his trouble in récovering it. “This fum he accepts of » 
for the ufe of the Company, and as a jatftification of - 


his conduét for engaging in that war...Jo all his 
difputes with Cheyt Sing, Mr Haftings affedis to be 
aGuated with the defire of getting money oaly for 
the ufe of the Company. But that this was nor his 
real motive, appears from the following letters, 
‘wherein he forgets the interet of the Company, and 
gives up the wealth of the unfortunate Rajah’s-fami- 
Sy to the plunder of a rapacious foldiery. 

** FT am this inftant ¢.voured with yours of yefter- 
day. Mine of the fame date (22d O&tober, 1781) 
has before this time acquainted you with my refolu- 
tions and fentiments, refpecting the Rannee (the mo- . 
ther of the Rajah Cheyt Sing). I think every de- 
mand fhe has made to you, except that of fafety and 
refpeét for her perfon, is unreafonable. IF the re-, 
ports brought to me are true, your reje@ting her of- 
fers, or any negociation with her, would foon obtain 
you poffeflion of the fort upon 
apprehend that the will contrive to defraud the cap-' 
tors of a confiderable part of the booty, by being fuf- 
fered to retire without examination. But this js 
your coufideration, and not mine. I fhould be’ very 
forry that your officers and foldiers loft any part of 
the reward to which they are fo well entitled; but 
I cannot make any objection, as you muft. be the 
belt judge of the expediency of the promifed indul- 
gence to the Rannee. What you have engaged for, 
T will certainly ratify ; but as to permitting the Ran- 
nee to hold the Purgunnah of Horluk, or any other 
ia the Zemindary, without being fubject to the. au- 


thority of the Zemindar, or any lands whatever, or - 


indeed «aag any conditions with her for a provi- 
vifion, 1 wil never confent to it.* And in another

1781, iu eich Mr Haftings confents that the faid

tion that you immediately put a ftep to any further 
intercourfe or negociation with her, and on no pre- 
text renew it.

credit, I thall confider it.as a wanton affront and in- 
dignity which, I can never ‘forgive ; nor will I grant 
her any conditions whatever, but leave her expofed 
to thofe dangers which fhe has chofen to rifque, ra- 
ther-than. treft-to the clemency and generofity of 
our government. I think fhe cannot be ignorant of 
thefe confequences, ‘and will not venture to incut | 
them; and it is for this reafor Lf place a depengence., 
on her offers, ‘and have confented to ferid my’ Duin 
to her.” galt 

The implacable hatred which Mr Haftings had 

all along entertained againft this Rajah, feemss at fit{t 
fight difficult to account for ; but ‘perhaps the true 
fource of it was the Rajah’s having fent i meflage 
of compliment to Sir John Clavering, on hi, hearing 
that the government had devolved on that gatleman 
in confequence of the refignation of Mr Faftings. 
This was what rankled in the mind of Mr Faftings 
to this day, and he firmly believed that it ony was 
the caufe of the malignant perfecution: of tha un- 
happy Prince, and of all the calamities whith he 
faffered. But was it extraordinary that a veak 
and defencelefs Zemindar, as Mr Haftings ‘alls’ 
him, fhould folicit the protection Jf a new So- 
vernor, by fending him a complimentary nef- | 
fage on his acceflion to the government? “It ‘cold | 
never be meant as an infult to Mr Haftings, nor | 
as- any. proof of difaffetion to: the .Enghth go- 
vernment. The fubfequent conduct of Mr Haftings | 
mult therefore be imputed to other: motives: than 
thofe he ftated. They were the refult of the moft 
bitter enmity. Having thus gone through the prin- 
cipal points of the firft part of the lehatge, which 
was the moft mattrial and important, he fhould 2ot 
have occafion to trouble the Houfe on the two re- 
maining parts of, it. It was neceflary for him, how- 
éver, to advert to ghe fubfequent revolutions which 
happened in Benares, as they, as well as the firlt, 
were the confequence of the mal-adminiftration of 
Mr Hattings. 

He then proceeded to ftate to the Committee, 
that after the unjuft and violent expulfion'of the Ra- 
jah Cheyt Sing, Mr Haltings appointed a perfon to 
the government of Benares, of the name of Mehip 
Narrain, a defcendant by the mother from the late 


foned aad treated as a criminal for-a very ‘inconfi- 
derable deficiency in his collection of the revenue.

But’ as Mr Ha- 
ftings’s conduct on this-occafioa wa¥ mote fully ex- 
lained in his letter from Lucknow, He, Would beg 
“leave to read it tu the Committee, topple it was of 
confiderable length. _( Here Mr Fox tead the letter 
from Lucknow, dated the 2d of April, 178%). 
- From this letter he contended, that Mr Haftings’s 
' conduct was highly difhonourable to. the Britith go- 
‘yeroment. That he had in. the coyrfe:of three 
years, made. three complete revolutions.in the itite 
ad yg Se epemnny nn te . NIT pee ahe 
are. an Yperinten- 
dance, a large and certain‘revende, Fee shaw , 
bilities of the country and confiltent with: its profpe- 
rity, was paid withthe greate(t punctuality ; and by- 
afterwards difplacing two effeivé governors or ad- « 
miniftrators of the province appoiated in facceflion 
by himfelf ; the confequence ‘of which was, that the 
province was in effect left Without a government ; 
from all which he.coacluded, that Mr Haftings was 
a fd a high crime and mifdemeanor. ; 

He had thus endeavoured to fubmit to. the Com- 
mittee his opinion of the conduct of Mr Hattings 
in his tranfactions ‘at Beinares, as to the. guilt of 
which *he himfelf had not'the fmalleft doabr. . He 
beaged the Honfe to confider phat the future {tabili- 
ty of our government in India depended gn their,, 
decifions —That if they acquitted Mr Haftings they. 
became accomplices in his guilt. They had, only | 
one option, and that was, either to’be the abeitors4 
of injuftice and oppreffion, or to: enrbrack the bright- 
er alternative, of punithing that man who has dif.” 
graced the honour of the Britith name, and who has 
violated the facred principles of humanity, juftice, 
and honour. 

The lapfe of time would not, he hoped, be plead- 
ed in the prefent charge, as it had been in the cafe 
of the Rohilla war—the accounts of it did not reach 

England till the year 1782, confequeatly no time 
has been loft. re 

‘Mr Fox concluded a fpeéch of near three hours | 
with moving the following refolution : That this 
Committee having confidered the’ faid article (the 

revolution at Benares) and examined evidence on 
the fame, are of opinion that there are Brounds {uf ° 
ficient for charging Warren Haftings with high,, 
crimes and miidemeanours, by impeachnient upon 7

Mr Francis rofe to feeond the motion, and fet 
“ with defending his colleagues and himfelf from 
the imputations which had been thrown. upon them. 
by Mr Fiaftings in his defence. Having saa this: 
he faid, there were two points which. the Right 

Honourable Gentleman, Mr. Fox, had but flightly 
touched. Firft, the reafon-held up by Mr Hattings 
for the particular feverity with which he had treated 
the Rajah, viz. that he had fent a meffenger to,Cal-

office, a matter which Mr Haltings confidered as a 
marked indignity—was perfe@ly untrue, for-he-af-:

No fuch meflenger did come 3 .and it. wascnoeé 
till four years afterwards that he Jearned: thar: fuchs'4 
a meflenger had come within a handred miles 6f 
Calcutsa, and-no nearer, It could not therefore-be 
afcribable to this meflage, for Mr Hattings did not 
know of this meffage till years after he had commits 
ted his cruelties againit the Rajah.

The fecond point to which he would draw their 
attention, was the fingular and ifceflant &ppeal which 
‘Mr Haftings’made to the Deity for the trath of his 
@ertions. Mr Francis read the conclufion of one 
of his articles; in which he appealed to the God of 
Mr Fran- 
cis defited to couple this with the glaring facts which 
had come out again{t Mr Haftings. In particular, 
was it confiftent with his love and his practice of 
troth, that he had concealed the two lacks of rupees 
whicl) he ‘had procared from the Rajah? Mr Fran- 
cia:ftared various facts againft Mr Haftings very 
pipoistedly, and’ concladed with an  earneft recom- 
mendation ro the Committee to confider, that it was 
‘notthe crimination or the acquittal of Mr Haftiogs 
that was fo much the object, as the jultice which 
they owed to injured millions, and the prefervation 
of their own character for independence and virtue. 

Mr Nichols faid he had invettigated the evidence 
with all the attention and impartiality in his power, 
and, notwith tanding all he had read and heard on 
this heavy charge, he was prepared to acquit Mr 
Hattings.. The quettion on which, in his opinion, 
the whole jet of the.argument refted, was whether 
Cheyt Sing was a fovereign prince or not. He was 
perfectly fatisfied in his own mind that Cheyt Sing 
was no more than a.Zemindar, and confequently 
fubject to the fame conditions on which the Zemin- 
daries in Indoftan in general were held. Nothing 
which had yet come to-his knowledge was calcula 
ted, to make him think otherwife of this vaffal. He 
certainly was of Opinion that.Mr Haftings confeffed 
‘not only the authority of the Company, but of the 
‘Company as ftgnding in the Vizier’s ftead. The 
compulfion which he ufed was of courfe juftified, 
not only from.the nature of all defpotic govern 
ments, but from the cuftoniary meafures adopted by 
the Sovereign in regard to all his depesdants in eve- 
‘ry part of Indoftan. It was thus with Bulwant Sing, 
the father and. predeceflor of the prefent Zemindar. 
He had, on a former occafion, contributed to the 
afliftance of the ftate, by railing a certain number of 
horfe, at the requifition of Sujah Dowlah; and for 
“what reafon was Mr Hattings, ‘in his treatment of 
fuch as were vaflals:to the Company, to depart ‘from 
the general ufage of the empire? On all thefe ac- 
counts. he was again{t the motion, and fhould vote 
accordingly. 

Mr Francis rofe to explain. He wifhed to have 
‘the ‘general principle eftablifhed, whether the Go- 
' getnor General was authorifed, whenever he might 
conceive himfelf warranted by the exigencies of the 
{tate, to aflefs the Zemindars at pltafore. On this 
fuppofition, it would {till be proper to know by what 
rule’or proportion fuch an afleffment was to be made 
and levied. He argued againft the grofs partiality 
of fingling out any great man who might have the 
misfortune to be obnoxious to men in power, and to 
_ opprefs. him, by obliging him at his peril to produce 
- {uch a fum of money as ought, on this principle, to 
have been divided among the other Zemindars. In 
| this argument he fer afide the idea of fovereignry, 
which effectually precluded Cheyt Sing to have been 
' fubje@ to any fuch demand. He ftated this with 
_ great pertinency, and begged the Hoofe would re-' 
-collest but for a moment what our political fituation 
“would bé reduced to in fimilar circumftances with 
thet * Hosedied, «a Britith Houfe of Commons 
Awould hot, in deciding on the privileges of others, 
‘forget for a moment the value of their. owns He 
denied , that Balwant Sing was in that obfeure firaa= 
tion Which the Fion. Gentleman (Mr-Nichols) had 
reprefented. He had been treated as -holding a 
princely rank by Sujah ul. Dowlah, whofe tyranay 
and outrageous mode.of exerciling it was fo far from 


+ being an epitome of Government in Indoftan, that 


it. was generally execrated, He deprecated the 
crooked and perverfe policy which. an example thus 
extravagant and outrageous’ was calculated to en. 
force. Its influence in India was no fecret to thofe 
who knew the fy{tem of politics which prevailed a- 
mong the native princes. It united their indigna- 
‘tion and manoeuvres again{t that fpecies of ufarpa- 
tion which in this manner difhonoured thtir perfons 
andwiolated their rights. He was utterly ata lofs, 
dsihe had always been, from what motives the whole 
- Of, this outrageous fyftem could originate. The on- 
“Ty account he evér could make.of it was, what was 
certainly, the Jeaft ‘honourable to. Mr .Hattings. : 
Cheyt Sing had given countenance to. General Cla- 
vering, on his claiming, in confequence of a decifion 
of the Court of Direétors, the fituation formally re- 
figned by Mr Haltings. Thefe reafons he thought 
fufficient to criminate Mr Haftings. He was utter: 
ly at a‘lofs to conceive what fort of arguments could 
- be adduced in excufe for fo wanton a violatian of all 
treaty, all confidence, all right, as that. which: had 
taken place in the expulfion of this unfortunate Ra- 
jah, . Ie could not, in his opinion, be apologized for 
by any defeription of policy whatever? In his Opi- 
,nion, it was-ealculated to produce the worft effeds 
and thefe were futfi¢iently palpable ro have ftruck a.: 
ay mind. aot Wendered implacable by cruelty or def- 
“ The Chancellor of the Exchequer vole immediately 
as Mr Francis fat down. The profecutors of Mr 
- Haftings, he faid, had felected the prefent charge 
as ohe of the molt dire&t and irrefiftible in the whole 
criminal catalogue. But after allowing moft of the 
general facts, and {tripping them of their colouring 
he’ was not aftaid to_ meet. the argument, notwith- 
ftanding the uncommon torrent of eloquence ‘b 
which it had been in every poflible light preffed "y y 
on the Houfe. ‘The tranfactions which formed dhe 
fubftance of this charge were, he believed, prett 
generally known. ‘There could be little differen 
in {tating them, as the whole were recorded in do- 
cuments, which could not be falfifed, and hardly

fordrcignty, but in almoft all the Zemindaries with. 
in the empire of Indoftan conftantly exercifed. Wh 
then fhould they be couftrued to fignify, in the pre. 
fent cafe, what they were never underitood to mean 
in any other? He referred to the treaty which had 
been made with Cheyt Sing, and defired that the 
independence to which all this criminality had been 
attached might be pointed out. Did he not hold 
his Zemindary by a yearly tribate, which he wag 
bound to pay to the Company, in the fame manner, 
and on the fame conditions tKat his father, Bulwane, 
Sing, had. formerly paid it to the Vizier, of Oude, 
He begged the nature of this annual ftipend might 
be attended to. 1 was the nature Of a rent, which 
implied a fuperior proprictor. This vaffalage there- 
fore necefizrily involved or implied a certain degree 
of fervitude. There was no other way of Specifying 
the relation which fubfifted between the {kate and 
its members. This condition was tacitly under. 
{tood, and adinitted in the obligation of obedience 
and proteftion, which mutually refukted from the re- 
lation which had fubfifted between them. ‘This, in 
his opinion, was the jet of the argument. The 
whole hinged on the prefumied independence of 
Cheyt Sing. He trufted no man who confidered 
the object fairly, and without prejudice, would pro- 
nounce that fubject independent who paid a yeaily 
rent for his poflefhons, who, in every deed of his 
fubordinate government, acknowledged a fuperior, 


and who, in all his public and private tranfa@ions, 


uniformly difavowed independence by the moft fo- 
Jemn and repeated proteftations of inferiority. 

He was equally clear in deducing from this prin- 
ciple the right of calling on fuch a member of the 
{tate to contribute to its general and prefling necefli- 
ties. It was one of the firft principles in all po. 


tical inftitutions, that the whole fhould fubfift by — 


the mutual operation of its parts, or. the body by 
the function of its members. »Cheyt Sing, in pro- 
portion. to that wealth and influence which he deri- 
ved from his dependence on our Government,, was 
interefted in its protection, and in duty bound to 
fupport it with all he had, and by all he could do, 
Whatever he pofleffed he owed to the {late, as the 
{tate was the fource of wealth and happinefs to its 
members, who on that account were obliged to re- 
turn the obligation, by exerting their wtmoft in fup- 
porting the ftate. How then was Mr Hattings 
culpable ? Had he done more than applied a com- 
mon and long eftablifhed principle in the feience of 
government as a probable refource, under exigencies 
of the moft prefling nature? 


The principal queitions, therefore, that remained 


to be difcuffed, were; who had the right of affeff- 
ment, and by what principles or precedents the ex- 
tent of it was to be adjufted ? He thought it would 
appear obvious to the whole Houfe, that this powet 
could not be lodged with Cheyt Sing. It was im- 
poffible, in the nature of things, that he fhould have 
an option in what was incumbent on him.to pay. » It 
was enough that he knew the obligation to be binds 
ing, and this wes all that was neceflary to render 
his remiffnefs or contumacy criminal. . Wherever 
the executive power was lodged, was alfo lodged the 
power of affeflment. ‘Yhe Governor-General, from 
his fituation, cou!d not but poffefs the beft.informa- 
tion on the fubjeft of {tate neceflity. It was notshie 


bufinefs, on emergencies, to confult with the great - 


landholders, how. fuch fupplics as were become in- 
difpenfable could be raifed. «But, in onder that Go- 
vernment might retain all its energy and difpatch, it 
became him to raife the fupplies with readinefs and 
promptitude. yHe had aéted on this maxim, when a 
complication of diftrefing circumftances threatened 
‘the extinction of our intereft in that part of the 
world, . 

Having reafoned on thefe feveral topics at great 
length, and put a variety of poffible cafes in excul- 


pation of the late Governor-General, he entered on-. 


the fuppofed contumacy of Cheyt Sing. “Bhis he 
pronounced to be proved beyond’ all difpute. He 
allowed that Mr Haftings might officially refent the 
precipitancy of Cheyt Sing, in acknowledging the 
authority of General Clavering, and denying Mr 
Hattings’s fituation, which he had not vacated. This 
mark of homage to General Clavering was ondoubt- . 


edly an inftance of grofs difrefpe& to Mr na ; 
ly 


The Rajah’s conduct on this occafion was . hig 

criminal and offenfive to the Company’s governmenty 
inafmuch as it was an officious and premature inter+ 
ference on his part, pregnant in itfelf with very great 
difadvantages to the due and orderly adminiftration 
of: affairs; and deeply injurious, by the example 
which it hetd out to others, for taking part ‘in the 


diffentions which at that time harraffed our councils. 
_ He did not on that account think Mr Hajtings cul- 
_ in the mode of cha(tifement he preferred. © 

Vhen the rebellious intention of the Rajah, of - 


which he did not entertain the finalleft doubt, and 
every other cjrcumftance conneSted with that trea- 
fonable affair, were takeii into difpaffionate confide- 
ration, he would:afk any man, as Mr Hiattings then. 
was, what he would do? The cafe was undoubted- 
ly urgent and extraordinary, and fo far fome degree 
of extraordinary means might be exeufeable. But 


he was certainly not prepared to go all the lengths * 


which Mr Haftings had gone. There a peared on 
the face of the bufinefs no {mall degree of extomion 
He thought fo, and he avowed it as his opinion 5 at 
the fame time, that he was prepared to abide every 
eonfequence to which this opinion might fubje& him. 
He had all along argued the cafe as far as juitice 
and found policy would bear him out. - So far he 
would vindicate the exertions of the fupreme Govern~ 
ment, but he trufted it would not be expeéted that 
he fhould do more. Thefe principles in the charge 
before the Committee would not apply. Ir exhibit- 
ed Mr Hattings as exercifing the powers with which 
he was entrufted improperly, and therefore he fhould 
vote forthe refolution. ~ 

Mr Fox rofe to explain, and thanked the Hon, 
Gentleman for the candour and maiilinefs which he 
had difcovered on the prefent queftion.
